CiREH  LINGS  to  each  alumna!  When  we  realize  that  eight  hundred  and  sixty-seven  gradu- 
ates have  left  the  “dear  old  M.G.ll.”  since  the  school  was  organized  in  1873;  that  some  have 
penetrated  the  interior  of  South  Africa;  others  have  gone  to  Alaska,  Turkey,  England,  Scotland, 
Greece,  fexas  and  California,  is  it  strange  that  at  last  the  need  is  felt  for  a means  of  intercourse, 
for  something  that  will  bring  us  nearer  in  spirit  at  least? 

It  is  in  response  to  the  expression  of  some  hundreds  of  our  graduates,  that  a magazine 
would  be  interesting  to  them,  that  this  little  quarterly  is  finally  published. 

1 he  editors  neither  desire  nor  expect  it  to  be  especially  educational  — that  function  may  be 
better  left  to  our  “American  ,lournal  of  Nursing,"  but  if  it  can  be  a social  success  it  will  surely 
nil  a great  need  and  the  editors  will  be  well  repaid  for  their  efforts. 

fo  make  it  a success  we  must  have  the  co-operation  of  each  reader.  We  want  news  of  the 
occupations,  environments,  successes,  failures,  marriages,  births  and  deaths  of  all  our  large 
family.  We  may  be  inspired,  instructed  and  amused  by  exchanges  of  e.xperiences. 

1 he  only  danger  we  might  apprehend  from  a successful  publication  is  getting  localized  in 
our  nursing  interests,  which  would  be  a distinct  misfortune.  Eet  us  try  to  demonstrate  an  effect 
to  the  contrary. 

As  w e are  amateur  at  editorial  business  we  crave  the  indulgence  of  our  readers,  and  we 
make  our  first  bow  to  the  nursing  public  with  all  humility. 

Editors  note:  This  is  the  first  few  pages  of  the  initial  Quarterly  Record  and  set  the  stage  for  the  is- 
sues that  followed  over  the  years.  Although  the  name  changed  and  the  frequency  of  issues 
decreased  the  scope  of  the  magazine  remained  the  same. 
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Over  the  100  year  history  of  this  publication  there  has  been  a long  list  of  dedicated  editors  who 
gathered  information,  put  it  into  a format  for  publication,  got  it  to  the  printer  and  then  got  it  to 
the  members  and  subscribers.  The  magazine  started  with  an  “Editorial  Staff  and  then  moved 
to  a “Quarterly  Committee”,  and  finally  to  an  “Editor”,  all  with  the  same  task  of  collecting  the 
news,  getting  it  ready  to  print  and  seeing  that  it  got  distributed.  With  the  increase  in  technology 
the  duties  of  the  editor  increased.  Editions  up  through  the  early  1 980s  were  sent  to  be  type  set 
and  formatted  outside  the  organization.  It  was  in  the  early  ‘80s  that  the  editor  took  over  the 
task  of  typing  the  information  sent  into  the  Alumnae  Office  and  doing  the  lay-out  and  design  of 
each  issue.  Computers  have  made  that  job  easier  over  the  years  but  the  hours  dedicated  to 
producing  each  issue  is  still  significant.  All  of  the  editors  past  and  present  generously  donated 
their  time  to  keep  alumnae  updated  and  in  communication  with  the  MGH  family.  The  list  is  not 
all  that  long  if  you  consider  the  fact  that  this  is  the  Centennial  of  the  magazine.

Editors  note:  The  above  are  the  first  pieces  in  the  Golden  Anniversary  Edition,  1961. 
The  editor  of  the  issue  did  not  write  a greeting  for  the  edition. 
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Greetings. 

This  is  the  start  of  a very  exciting  year,  both  for  the  MGH  and  the  SON  Alumnae  Associa- 
tion. Highlights  of  the  hospital's  bicentennial  events  will  be  found  elsewhere  in  this  issue.  For 
our  Association,  this  year  marks  the  lOO"^  anniversary  of  our  magazine,  originally  called  The 
Quarterly  Record,  and  published  continuously  since  March,  191  I.  This  living  document  has 
provided  some  of  the  rich  historical  texture  for  the  book,  Massachusetts  General  Hospital.  Nurs- 
ing at  200,  to  be  published  in  conjunction  with  Nurse  Recognition  week  in  May. 

The  magazine,  begun  sixteen  years  after  the  formation  of  the  Alumnae  Association,  was  con- 
ceived by  the  early  graduates  of  the  school  as  a way  of  keeping  in  touch  with  fellow  alumnae; 
but  it  also  contained  articles  of  current  interest  in  nursing,  especially  around  the  issues  of  licen- 
sure, unique  career  paths  and  the  creation  of  our  ongoing  legacy,  our  endowment. 

Our  leaders  then  had  the  foresight  to  preserve  the  documents  and  ephemera  going  back  to  the 
earliest  days  of  nursing  at  the  MGH,  and  tracing  step  by  step  the  formation  of  the  school  and  its 
growth  & development;  a tremendous  legacy  for  historians  now  & in  the  future.  When  the 
school  closed,  Helen  Sherwin,  long  time  instructor,  took  on  the  task  of  organizing  & preserving 
these  materials  into  forty-three  boxes  of  our  history.  These  were  stored  at  the  Countway  Li- 
brary until  your  Alumnae  Association  provided  funds  for  the  creation  of  an  appropriate  storage 
area  at  the  I HP,  where  they  reside  today. 

Those  of  us  who  have  volunteered  many  hours  creating  Nursing  at  200  agree  it  has  been  a very 
exciting  project,  uncovering  many  new  layers  of  our  history  not  previously  known.  Shining  full 
light  on  this  history  through  publication  of  this  book  in  the  bicentennial  year  of  the  hospital’s 
founding  highlights  several  important  facts. 

**  One  is  that  for  much  of  its  108  year  span  (over  half  of  the  hospital’s  life)  our  School  of 
Nursing,  through  its  students  and  its  graduates,  provided  most  of  the  nursing  care  at  the  hospi- 
tal, creating  & maintaining  a standard  that  was  unexcelled. 

**  Another  is  that  most  of  those  early  graduates  from  the  first  schools  (New  England  Hospital 
for  Women  and  Children,  Bellevue,  Yale  & MGH)  were  pioneers,  breaking  new  ground 
throughout  the  country  and  the  world,  carving  out  roles  for  themselves  & defining  professional 
standards  when  there  were  no  guidelines,  at  a time  when  nurses  (and  women)  were  low  on  the 
social  and  economic  scale.  They  stepped  into  difficult  and  sometimes  dangerous  situations 
armed  mostly  with  just  their  convictions  & their  courage. 

**A  third  is  that  the  tradition  is  being  carried  on.  The  book  brings  us  to  the  present  moment, 
illustrating  new  breakthroughs  being  achieved  by  nurses  every  day.  One  of  my  own  class- 
mates, Trish  Durkee  Kiladis,  recently  left  her  executive  position  here  in  Boston  & moved  her 
family  to  Hawaii  to  start  a new  nursing  program  there.  Another,  Julie  Gordon  Chamberlain, 
last  year  won  a long  fought  battle  to  transition  her  diploma  program  to  a degreed  one. 

**  And,  finally,  we  have  just  scratched  the  surface  of  the  accomplishments  of  our  forebears. 
The  MGH  SON  Archives  await  further  exploration.

In  Mareh  1810.  the  Reverend  .lohn  Bartlett  who  was  the  chaplain  of  the  Boston  almshouse  met 
with  Dr  .lohn  Collins  Warren  and  Dr  .lames  .lackson  to  discuss  the  possibility  of  establishing  a 
hospital  in  Boston.  This  hospital  would  be  able  to  not  only  furnish  care  to  the  poor  and  most 
vulnerable  but  also  would  provide  a place  for  medical  training. 

In  August  1810  the  two  physicians  distributed  a circular  to  citizens  of  Boston  on  the  need  for  a 
general  hospital  and  requesting  financial  support  to  build  one.  The  citizens  of  Boston  re- 
sponded and  on  February  25,  1811,  the  Massachusetts  State  Legislature  granted  a charter  to 
build  the  Massachusetts  General  1 lospital.  This  was  to  be  the  third  general  hospital  in  the  coun- 
try. f und  raising  slowed  due  to  the  War  of  1 8 12  but  by  .luly  4,  1818  the  corner.stone  of  the 
Bulfinch  Building  was  laid.. 

fhe  Massachusetts  General  Hospital  officially  opened  its  doors  in  1821,  admitting  the  first  pa- 
tient on  September  3rd.  So  began  the  history  that  had  been  a part  of  both  medicine  and  nursing 
over  the  200  years.  Traditions  were  built,  medical  advances  were  made,  both  medical  and  nurs- 
ing education  expanded  and  research  w as  done.  Not  Just  to  stay  within  the  walls  of  the  MGH. 
but  to  be  shared  with  all.

Ceremonial  renewal  of  the  MGH  Charter:  Celebrating  the  200''’  anniversary  of  the  MGH  at  the  Massa- 
chusetts State  House,  members  of  the  Massachusetts  Legislature  and  the  MGH  leadership  will  witness  the 
ceremonial  renewal  of  the  hospital’s  charter,  reafth  ming  the  hospital's  commitment  to  caring  for  the  under- 
served and  global  communities. 

April  1 .5- 1 4,  201 1 

Scientific  Advisory  Meeting:  ''200  years  of  Discovery:  Looking  to  the  Future^'  Day  one  will  be  a cele- 
bration of  science  at  the  MGH,  including  more  than  250  posters  and  a Symposium  with  scientific  presenta- 
tions by  MGH  researchers.  Day  two  will  feature  a meeting  of  the  Scientific  Advisory  Committee  (a  small 
group  of  renown  scientists  from  around  the  country  who  provide  counsel  to  the  MGH  research  community), 
along  with  the  Executive  Committee  on  Research  and  Hospital  leadership.  Their  focus  will  be,  “Planning 
Resources  for  the  future  Success  of  MGH  Research”. 

May  1-6,  201 1 

Nurse  Recognition  Week:  This  annual  week-  long  event  will  include  a variety  of  clinical  and  research 
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presentations,  activities,  and  awards  honoring  MGH  nurses  and  the  Nursing  profession.  I'here  will  be 
tours  of  the  new  Lunder  Building  as  well  as  a gala  dinner.  A book  on  the  History  of  Nursing  at  MGH  has 
been  written  by  a group  of  volunteers  from  the  Department  of  Nursing,  the  School  of  Nursing  alumnae 
and  other  hospital  staff  members.  Presently  in  publication,  it  will  be  a gift  to  our  former,  present,  and 
future  nurses  whose  contributions  to  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital  have  been,  and  will  continue  to 
be,  immeasurable. 

May,  2011 

A month-long  event  at  the  hospital  with  the  focus  on  cutting-edge  research  and  biomedical  innovation 
featured  in  Proto,  the  national  science  magazine  that  the  MGH  produces  in  conjunction  with  Time  Maga- 
zine.

Dedkation  and  Opening  of  the  Lunder  Building.  This  53.000  square-foot,  state-of-the-art  facility  will 
serve  as  a new  center  of  clinical  care  at  the  MGH  with  five  new  floors  of  single  inpatient  rooms,  twenty- 
eight  new  surgical  suites,  enlarged  radiation  oncology  facilities  and  an  expanded  Emergency  Department.

Department  of  Medicine  Reunion : This  event  will  include  social  events  of  both  evenings  and  MGH 
tours  for  out-of-state  alumnae.  On  Saturday  evening,  there  will  be  a symposium  highlighting  current  re- 
search and  clinical  activities. 

October  24,  20 1 1 

Warren  Triennial  Prize:  Honoring  Dr.  John  Collins  Warren,  this  year’s  prize  will  be  awarded  to  Dr. 
Shinya  Yamanaka  of  Kyoto  University  in  Japan  and  the  Gladstone  Institutes  in  San  Francisco,  and  Dr. 
Rudolf  Jaenisch  of  the  Whitehead  Institute  for  Biomedical  Research  and  MIT,  for  their  ground-breaking 
research  in  converting  adult  cells  into  stem  cells  with  characteristics  of  embryonic  stem  cells.  Each  will 
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present  his  scientific  work  as  part  of  the  day-long  symposium.  It  is  notable  that  twenty-two  previous  re- 
cipients of  the  Warren  Prize  have  later  become  Nobel  Prize  winners. 

November,  201 1 

MGH-MIT:  1'he  long  history  of  scientific  collaboration  between  MGH  and  Ml  f will  be  celebrated  by 
their  faculty  members  in  a day  long  research  symposium  teleconferenced  across  both  institutions.  MIT  is 
celebrating  its  150'*'  anniversary  this  year,  as  we  celebrate  our  200"’.  The  date  is  yet  to  be  determined. 

December.  20 1 1 

Museum  Opeuiu}^:  fhe  capstone  event  for  the  bicentennial  celebration  w ill  be  the  opening  of  the  free- 
standing Massachusetts  General  Hospital  Museum  of  Medical  History  and  Innovation.  I’he  museum, 
presenth  under  construction,  is  located  at  the  corner  of  Cambridge  and  North  Grove  Streets.  The  exact 
date  of  its  opening  is  to  be  determined.

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W hen  Margery  Eramo  (1957)  retired  from  the  Massacluisetts  Department  of  Public  Healtli,  it  was  just 
tlie  beginning  of  the  rest  of  her  nursing  career.  Si.\  years  ago.  after  getting  more  education  in  tlie  field 
and  being  certified,  she  became  a parish  nurse  at  the  First  Church  of  Westwood,  Massachusetts.  There 
are  12,000  parish  nurses  in  the  United  States  with  140  institutions  that  offer  a range  of  certification  pro- 
grams to  registered  nurses  interested  in  the  field.  The  parish  nurse  idea  started  more  than  two  decades 
ago  and  has  spread  throughout  the  country  and  the  world.  The  healing  ministry  has  been  recognized  as 
a specialty  by  the  ANA  and  spans  all  faiths  and  is  in  24  countries. 

When  she  was  interviewed  recently  by  the  Boston  Globe  she  said  “I've  been  able  to  keep  my  vocation 
going,  which  fm  pretty  passionate  about.  Like  anything,  when  you're  giving  of  yourself  you  get  much 
more  back.  . . . Parish  nurses  follow  the  path  of  religious  tradition  to  teach,  preach,  and  heal. . . They  do 
not  strive  to  cure.  Nor  do  they  change  dressings,  or  give  shots,  although  they  are  qualified  to  do  so. 

1 hey  do  make  health  referrals,  check  in  on  the  housebound,  deliver  religious  celebrations  such  as  Holy 
Communion,  and  listen  to  those  who  may  question  their  faith.  ...  her  service  Just  boils  down  to  her  de- 
sire to  help  people,  to  let  them  know  they  matter,  and  to  make  the  best  use  of  her  abilities.  We  are  all 
here  to  help,  our  question  always  is.  What  can  we  do  for  yon?" 

Marge  also  works  with  the  Regional  Medical  Reserve  Corps  in  her  area.  The  volunteers  with  the 
RMRC  assist  in  times  of  disaster,  run  flu  vaccine  clinics,  and  assist  in  the  region  w'hen  help  is  needed. 
Marge  has  been  an  active  member  of  the  Board  of  the  Alum- 
nae Association  for  many  years  as  a active  Board  Member, 
freasurer,  and  now  serves  as  President-Elect. 

She  definitely  proves  that  the  best  way  to  retire  it  to  move 
on  to  the  rest  of  life  and  do  what  you  love  to  do  by  actively 
participating.

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In  a letter  dated  May  15,  1968  to  Miss  Judith  Cushing  from  Miss  Natalie  Petzold  RN,  Director 
of  the  School  of  Nursing: 

"Mrs.  Lcnvlor,  secretaiy  of  the  Alumnae  Association,  has  referred  your  re- 
quest for  information  about  the  origin  of  the  MGH  cap  to  me. 

The  first  MGH  cap  was  worn  in  November  1878.  and  u’c/.v  a facsimile  of  the 
cap  then  worn  by  nurses  of  the  NeM’  England  Hospital  for  Women  and  Chil- 
dren, one  of  whose  graduates  uym  at  that  time  acting  superintendent. 

When  caps  were  first  worn  the  nurses  were  given  crinoline,  cut  according  to 
a pattern,  and  the  ruching.  They  made  their  omii  caps  up,  .so  probably  no  hvo 
caps  were  uniform.  Then  in  June  1911  an  advertisement  appeared  in  the 
magazine  of  the  Alumnae  As,sociation  advising  graduates  that  caps  could  be 
obtained,  and  they  have  been  made  and  sold  to  graduates  who  wished  them 
ever  since,  first  from  a paper  pattern  and  now  from  a mold. 

Whereas  the  small  pre.sent-day  cap  is  worn  as  a symbol,  the  huge  one  of 
1878  M'as  designed  to  cover  most  of  the  hair,  though  its  general  outline,  even  to 
the  pleats,  is  suggestive  of  the  cap  worn  today.  By  1900  it  had  taken  its  present 
shape,  except  for  being  high  in  front.  In  1920  it  still  u’05  broader  than  it  is  now 
and  more  compicuous  because  it  was  M’orn  on  top  of  the  head.  ”

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A Brief  History 

1872  a group  of  concerned  Boston  citizens  led  by  Sarah  Cabot  formed  to  discuss  the  need  for 
trained  nurses.  Up  to  that  time  the  nurses  that  were  in  the  hospitals  had  little  to  no  formal  train- 
ing, The  core  group  included  Sarah  Cabot,  Cora  Shaw,  Martin  Brimmer,  and  Mary  E.  Parkman. 
It  was  Mary  Parkman  who  met  with  Florence  Nightingale  to  seek  advice  on  the  starting  of  a 
training  school  in  Boston. 

1873  the  Boston  Training  School  for  Nurses  started  at  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital  . 
The  program  was  based  on  the  Nightingale  model.  The  Bellevue  Hospital  School  of  Nursing  in 
New  York  and  the  Connecticut  Training  School  for  Nurses  in  New  Haven  had  only  months  be- 
fore started  similar  programs.  Although  it  was  the  third  of  these  schools  to  open  it  was  to  be 
the  last  to  close. 

1895  The  graduates  of  the  BTS  met  in  response  to  a call  by  Sophia  Palmer  and  Mary  E.P, 

Davis  to  organize  an  alumnae  association  as  they  felt  “that  the  Boston  Training  School,  being 
one  of  the  first  to  be  established  in  the  country,  its  graduates  known  and  appreciated,  not  only 
for  their  excellent  training,  but  for  their  executive  ability  and  professional  acumen  as  well, 
thought  this  the  psychical  moments,  as  it  proved  to  be,  to  form  such  a society,  and  thus  enable 
its  members  to  take  part  in  all  initiative  movements  that  made  for  progress  or  improvement. 
Eighty-one  graduates  responded  to  the  call...”  History  of  the  Alumnae  Association  Boston  and  Massachusetts 
General  Hospital  Training  School  for  Nurses 

1896  After  nearly  a quarter  of  a century  of  independent  existence,  the  School  came  under  the 
management  and  control  of  the  Hospital  and  the  name  of  the  school  became  the  Massachu- 
setts General  Hospital  Training  School  for  Nurses. 

1911  Eleven  years  after  the  Alumnae  Association  was  formed,  there  were  more  than  six  hun- 
dred graduates  who  were  spread  throughout  the  North  America,  Europe,  Africa,  and  the  Philip- 
pine Islands.  In  order  to  maintain  communication  with  and  between  graduates  and  share  infor- 
mation about  the  MGH,  a publication  was  created.  The  early  Quarterly  Record  was  sent  four 
times  a year  to  graduates.  Over  the  years  the  name  and  frequency  of  the  publication  has 
changed,  now  being  know  as  The  Record,.  It  has  continued  to  be  a publication  for  and  about 
graduates  of  the  school.  It  has  published  without  interruption  for  all  of  these  100  years  using 
volunteer  editors  and  funds  from  the  Association. 

1940  The  school  became  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital  School  of  Nursing,  as  the  aca- 
demic level  of  nursing  education  had  elevated  the  programs  to  more  than  just  a training  pro- 
gram, There  were  also  changes  for  the  Alumnae  Association,  which  incorporated.  The  organi- 
zation was  now,  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital  Nurses’  Alumnae  Association,  Inc. 
(MGHNAA). 

1965  With  the  advent  of  Medicare,  the  focus  on  nursing  education  and  hospital  staffing  was  be- 
ing explored.  In  1960  MGH  had  958  beds  and  only  278  RNs.  The  hospital  units  were  primarily 
staffed  by  student  nurses  on  all  shifts.  Funding  for  Medicare  patients  could  no  longer  include 
students  and  so  by  1970  the  hospital  had  increased  to  1085  beds  yet  the  RN  staff  increased  to 
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650.  At  this  same  time,  the  American  Nurses  Association  issued  a statement  on  the  educa- 
tional preparation  for  nurses.  The  push  was  for  all  nursing  education  to  be  in  academic  set- 
tings, putting  hospital  based  programs  in  a very  precarious  position. 

1973  Ruth  Sleeper,  retired  Director  of  the  school  and  nursing  service,  urged  Dr  John  Knowles, 
MGH  General  Director,  to  have  the  hospital  seek  degree  granting  status.  The  Board  of  Trus- 
tees did  petition  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  in  Massachusetts  to  confer  degree-granting  au- 
thority to  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital  Educational  Division. 

1977  The  Board  of  Higher  Education  confers  degree  granting  authority  to  the  Massachusetts 
General  Hospital  Educational  Divisions,  making  MGH  the  first  hospital  to  receive  such  authority. 
This  paved  the  way  for  the  formation  of  the  multi-disciplinary  MGH  Institute  of  Health  Profes- 
sions. 

1981  After  108  years,  the  MGH  School  of  Nursing  graduated  its  last  class. 

1 982  Nursing  education  at  the  MGH  was  resumed  with  the  entry  of  the  first  class  of  nursing  stu- 
dents at  the  MGH  Institute  of  Health  Professions  Graduate  Program  in  Nursing.  The  tradition 
had  taken  a short  hiatus  but  was  back. 

2004  The  MGHNAA  commissioned  a sculpture  to  be  done  to  honor  nursing  and  nurses  with  the 
goal  of  promoting  recruitment  into  the  field.  The  Sundial  sculpture  was  given  to  the  MGH. 

2009  The  MGHNAA  Board  funded  two  new  Endowments  to  be  named  the  Massachusetts  Gen- 
eral Hospital  Nurses’  Alumnae  Association  Endowment.  The  first  was  to  the  MGH  Institute 
School  of  Nursing  to  be  used  for  student  scholarships  and  the  second  to  the  Department  of 
Nursing  for  be  used  for  nursing  research  and  education. 

201 1 Members  of  the  alumnae  have  worked  with  the  Department  of  Nursing  over  the  past  years 
to  create  a written  pictorial  history  for  the  Bicentennial  of  the  MGH.  The  Centennial  Edition  of 
the  Record  is  published  in  March.

In  1895,  Mary  E.  P.  Davis  (1878)  and  Sophia  F.  Palmer  (1878)  invited  graduates  to  join  them  to 
discuss  tlie  formation  of  an  association..  In  1907  a booklet  was  published  tliat  gave  a bit  of  his- 
tory of  the  association  and  extracts  from  tlie  from  the  Minutes  from  February  14, 1895  to  May 
1906.  The  following  is  tlie  Introduction  to  that  booklet: 

“It  is  well  in  every  organization  from  time  to  time  to  take  a survey  of  what  is  being  done  and 
what  has  already  been  accomplished. 

It  is  now  eleven  years  since  the  beginning  of  our  Alumnae  Association,  and  more  than  thirty 
since  the  Training  School  came  into  being  under  tlie  name  of  the  Boston  Training  School  for 
Nurses.  When  permission  was  asked  for  the  Nurses  to  work  in  tlie  wards  of  tlie  Massachusetts 
General  Hospital,  strange  as  it  seems  to  us  of  the  present  day,  it  was  not  given  without  reluc- 
tance, and  tlie  proviso,  tliat  tlie  Nurses  be  witlidrawn  at  any  time  should  tlie  authorities  so  order. 

The  graduates  now  number  some  six  hundred,  and  the  name  of  tlie  school  is  known  from 
Alaska  to  the  tropics,  and  graduates  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital  are  to  be  found  in 
Europe,  Africa,  and  the  Philippine  Islands. 

The  ideal  Alumnae  Association  would  include  in  its  membership  all  tlie  graduates  now  living 
who  would  witli  one  heart  and  mind  delight  in  doing  all  in  tlieir  power  for  the  welfare  and  ad- 
vancement of  tlieir  Alma  Mater. 

I suppose  no  such  ideal  Association  exists,  but  if  not  in  numbers 
at  least  in  loyalty,  to  the  old  Hospital  and  Training  School  surely 
we  may  excel. 

Eet  us  hope  that  before  our  next  Annual  Meeting  each  and  every 
member  will  make  an  effort  to  do  at  least  something,  however 
small,  to  show  her  interest  in  the  School  and  Alumnae.  If  tliose 
who  are  too  far  away  to  be  present  at  any  meeting  would  write 
from  time  to  time  to  tlie  Secretary,  telling  of  tlieir  work  and  sur- 
roundings, offering  any  suggestions  tlieir  experience  would  ad- 
vise, or  telling  their  difficulties,  tliis  would  surely  be  a great  help 
to  us  all. 

With  the  hope  tliat  each  may  prove  more  interesting,  and  show 
more  progress,  we  present  our  first  Annual  Report.

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Registration  for  Nurses  in  Massachusetts 


Sophia  Palmer  ( 1 878)  was  able  to  have  legislation,  The  Registration  Act  of  New'  York, 
passed  in  1903,  just  weeks  after  North  Carolina  and  New  Jersey  passes  similar  acts.  At  a meet- 
ing of  Rochester  City  Hospital  alumnae  in  New  York  where  Miss  Palmer  was  the  Superinten- 
dent, the  title  “Registered  Nurse”  was  coined.  She  was  appointed  as  the  first  President  of  the 
New  York  Board  of  E.xaminers. 

It  became  up  to  each  state  nurses  association  to  work  to  pass  similar  acts  in  each  state.  In 
January  1903  a committee  was  formed  in  Massachusetts  to  plan  a mass  meeting  of  Boston 
graduates  and  students  nurses  to  form  a state  organization,  fhe  Massachusetts  State  Nurses  As- 
sociation (MSN  A)  was  incorporated  in  1905.  J’he  organization  framed  a bill  that  was  de- 
signed to  protect  the  public,  doctors  , and  nurses  from  fraudulent  practitioners  of  nursing.  Until 
the  bill  could  be  passed  the  MSNA,  having  done  a survey  of  all  of  the  Massachusetts  training 
schools,  acted  as  a credential  committee  for  schools.  Membership  in  the  MSNA  was  the  only 
criteria  of  an  accredited  graduate  nurse  in  Massachusetts.  Seven  different  bills  failed  to  pass 
before  the  Massachusetts  Legislature  finally  enacted  a Nurse  Practice  Act,  including  authori- 
zation for  a State  Board  of  Registration  in  Nursing,  in  1910.  And  even  with  this  it  took  until 
1919  to  add  amendments  for  the  State  Board  to  supervise  training  schools  and  establish  mini- 
mum standards. 

fhe  first  edition  of  the  Oiuirfcrly  Record  had  a section  titled  State  Registration: 

Nurses  who  do  not  register  in  Massachusetts  before  April  27  will  he  obliged  to 
take  the  State  Board  Examinations  before  they  can  practice  as  registered  nurses 
and  use  the  R.N.  after  their  names. 

To  use  the  R.N.  in  professional  correspondence  is  the  best  way  of  educating  the 
public  to  the  fact  that  the  state  has  a Board  of  Examiners  to  determine  the  status  of 
women  who  M ish  to  practice  as  trained,  competent  nurses.

From  the  March  1911  Quarterly  Record: 

AH  the  graduates  are  urged  to  think  seriously  concerning  the  Sick  Relief  As- 
sociation. It  has  been  formed  believing  that  there  should  be  some  organization 
to  which  a sick  nurse  might  turn  for  assistance  in  the  time  of  need.  Only  a small 
number  have  joined,  and,  unless  there  is  a considerable  increase  in  membership 
soon,  the  money  already  paid  in  might  as  well  be  refunded  and  the  organization 
disbanded. 

The  dues  are  five  dollars  a year.  No  money  can  be  drerwn  until  there  are 
STOOD  in  the  treasury.  No  member  may  receive  any  beriefit  within  a year  from 
the  first  payment.  The  above  conditions  fulfilled,  a benefit  of  $10  per  week  may 
be  paid  a member  in  good  standing  during  an  illness  of  more  than  one  week, 
and  not  exceeding  eight  weeks  duration. 

Members  desiring  benefits  must  send  an  application  to  the  treasurer  with  a 
certificate  of  her  attending  physician,  stating  diagnosis  and  duration  of  illness.  " 

In  1900  discussion  began  on  the  idea  of  an  endowed  bed  (free  private  room)  at  the  hospital  for  use  by 
any  graduate  of  the  training  school  in  need  of  hospitalization.  Over  the  next  seven  years  monies  were 
raised,  and  in  1908,  the  association  gave  the  hospital  the  sum  of  $5,000  to  endow  a bed.  Other  ways  were 
explored  to  assist  ill  graduates.  In  1909,  the  Sick  Relief  Association  was  formed  with  thirty-two  charter 
members.  Both  of  these  illustrate  the  creativity  and  innovation  of  early  members  of  the  Alumnae  Associa- 
tion and  their  commitment  to  supporting  and  assisting  graduates.  The  Sick  Relief  Association  was  incor- 
porated in  1916  and  operated  very  successfully  until  it  was  dissolved  in  1980. 


Alumnae  Tidbits  of  Trivial 

The  MGH  Nurses’  Alumnae  Association 
was  Incorporated  in  1940. 

Ini  949  the  first  Alumnae  Office  opened  in 
Room  1 14  of  the  Walcott  House.  This 
was  thanks  to  Miss  Sleeper  being  able  to 
get  Dr  Faxon,  General  Director  MGH,  to 
give  the  NAA  office  space  at  MGH  free  of 
charge  in  perpetuity.  The  office  moved  to 
Bartlett  Hall  and  then  to  Ruth  Sleeper 
Hall.  It  is  currently  on  Founders  room 
; 302  (the  old  Philips  House).  From  our 
: small  first  office  thru  larger  and  larger 
spaces  and  finally  back  to  a small  but 
adequate  space  the  NAA  stays  part  of 
MGH.

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Elinor  Beebe  ‘22  was  the  first  X 
graduate  to  earn  a Doctorate  and  in 
1936  she  was  appointed  assistant 
professor  of  public  health  nursing  at 
Yale  University  School  of  Nursing^ 


In  April  1 938  a graduate  of  the 
School  entered  the  preparatory 
course  to  become  a stewardess  with 
American  Airlines.  By  January  1940 
she  had  flown  232,000  miles. 


Regional  Clubs  of  MGH  Graduates  were  informally  organized  across  the  country. 
The  first  was  in  New  York  City,  then  Worcester  County  (MA)  started  in  1945  and 
Southern  California  started  in  1949.  Others  clubs  included:  Western  Mass, 
Washington  DC,  Syracuse,  Springfield,  Rhode  Island,  New  Jersey,  Merrimac  Valley, 
Florida,  and  the  Ruth  Sleeper  Chapter.

The  early  Homecoming  Luncheons  were  at  hotels  in 
the  Boston  area  and  then  they  were  held  in  the  Gen- 
eral Cafeteria  of  the  hospital.  It  was  not  until  the 
Cafeteria  could  not  longer  be  used  that  the  Home- 
coming luncheon  went  back  to  a hotel.  And  even  at 
that  for  a few  years  in  the  early  2000s  it  was  at  the 
MGH  Institute  of  Health  Professions  in  Charlestown 
which  also  became  too  small  and  so  is  back  in  a ho- 
tel. Each  year  reunion  year  classes  are  celebrated, 
ever  the  past  few  years  the  number  of  attendees 
from  the  50th  and  40th  classes  have  been  increasing 
as  has  the  number  celebrating  their  55th,  60th,  60th, 
70th  and  last  September  there  were  graduates  cele- 
brating their  72nd  and  73rd  anniversary  years.

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Margaret  Dieter  (1916)  After  graduating  Phi  Beta  Kappa  from  Smith  college  in  1910,  she  spent  a 
year  as  a governess  for  a surgeon  in  Worcester.  After  many  conversations  about  medicine  with 
her  employer,  she  arranged  an  interview  with  Sarah  Parsons.  She  entered  MGH  Training  School 
for  Nurses  and  during  her  third  year  she  was  persuaded  to  take  over  teaching  a science  course 
for  an  instructor  who  was  ill.  This  experience  began  her  career  as  a nurse  educator. 

In  1 91 7,  following  a bazaar  held  by  the  MGH  staff  to  raise  money  to  buy  Christmas  presents  for 
the  MGH  Unit  Base  Hospital  6 in  Bordeaux,  France,  she  penned  a poem  for  the  Christmas  card 
for  Ms  Parsons  who  was  serving  in  France. 

She  heard  nothing  about  her  poem  until  1921  when  she  received  the  Quarterly  Record  while  do- 
ing missionary  work  in  China.  She  learned  that  Ms  Parsons  had  declared  those  words  the  MGH 
School  Song. 

She  said  that  when  she  wrote  “Stern  Teacher,  kindly,  too,  withal”  iher  thought  was  of  Anabella 
McCrae,  in  so  many  ways,  the  symbol  of  MGH. 

In  2010  a fourth  verse  was  written  by  Vareen  O’Keefe-Domaleski  BSN,  MSN,  EdD  (1971).  She 
penned  the  additional  verse  after  a discussion  at  a Board  meeting  to  formalize  the  singing  of  the 
school  song  at  Homecoming  in  2010. 


Can  Can  done  by  the  glee  club  at  the  50th  Anniversary  Celebration 
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Sylvia  Perkins  in  The  Centennial  Review  talked  about  the  advent  of  uniforms  for  the  Training 
School: 


Uniform  dress  for  nurses,  so  much  a part  of  the  image  of  nursing,  was 
introduced  at  the  Training  School  in  1881.  The  first  uniform  simply  con- 
sisted of  “caps,  cuffs,  and  aprons  with  wide  strings  tied  in  a big  bow  at 
the  back."  Just  before  Anna  Maxwell  retired  from  her  post  as  superin- 
tendent of  the  Training  School  in  1881,  she  instituted  a full  uniform. 
MGH  historian  Grace  Whiting  Myers  wrote  in  1929  that  Maxwell  “chose 
a very  pretty  blue  and  white  gingham.  But,  alas!  It  proved  not  to  be  ser- 
viceable, for  the  lovely  color— the  joy  of  all  the  blond  nurses,  but  the 
bane  of  the  brunettes — stood  neither  wear  nor  laundering,  and  about  a 
year  later  It  fund  a substitute  in  the  fine  black  and  white  check  . . .

Graduates  will  never  forget  the  stu- 
dent uniform  of  starched  black  and 
white  check  material  with  white  color 
and  cuffs  with  white  apron  and  bib, 
black  stockings  and  shoes.  The  uni- 
form could  stand  alone  when  it  came 
back  from  the  hospital  laundry  it  had 
so  much  starch!  And  to  keep  arms 
and  neck  from  being  chaffed  by  the 
hard  starched  collar  and  cuffs,  stu- 
dents would  rub  the  inside  of  them 
with  soap. 

To  get  ready  you  started  the  night 
before  to  put  the  clean  uniform  to- 
gether with  the  white  button  studs  as 
there  was  never  enough  time  to  do  it 
in  the  morning. 

The  last  years  of  the  school  brought  a 
wash  and  wear  with  no  detachable 
parts  I But  the  black  shoes  and 
stockings  prevailed  to  the  end. 

And  for  graduation  the  long  sleeve  , 
slim  cut  white  uniform  with  white  but- 
ton studs  that  many  wore  daily  to 
work  through  the  late  50s.

Patients  had  to  be  carried  up 
and  down  long  flights  of  stairs  while  I was  there.  As  I was  leaving, 
an  elevator  was  to  be  installed."

Isaline  Davis  (1886):  Graduations  in  that  day  were  individual.  Miss  Max- 
well handed  me  my  diploma  in  the  bath  room  of  Ward  16  - as  she  made  her 
1 was  serving  as  head  nurse  during  the  last  6 months  of  my  2 years. 

Sally  Johnson  (1910):  In  the  Report  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital  Training 
School  for  Nurses  January  12,  1927:  ...Years  ago,  when  we  were  on  duty  sixty-two  hours  a 
week  by  day,  and  eighty  hours  a week  by  night,  there  was  neither  time  nor  strength  for  out- 
side interest.  Today's  students  have  more  free  time,  but  that  free  time  is  very  irregular,  and 
uncertain,  and  it  is  still  difficult  to  arrange  for  recreational  activities  without  a coordinator. 
We  ...  are  grateful  to  the  Trustees,  who  have  just  authorized  the  employment  of  a Physical- 
Social  Director.  ...This  student  body  gives  the  hospital  excellent  service.  ...  They  work 
early,  late,  and  willingly.  It  is  the  hospital’s  Job  not  only  to  teach  these  students  nursing,  but 
to  make  these  students  as  happy  as  possible,  and  to  provide  a measure  of  protection.  ... 


rounds  - where 
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Sarah  Parsons  and  the  64  nurses  who  went  overseas  with  her  to  staff  Base  Hospital  6 in  World  War  I 
were  called  the  Bordeaux  Belles  . As  one  of  the  group  stated: 

"Miss  Parsons  smiled  and  then  fired  us  with  that  spirit  of 
enthusiasm  that  characterized  her  whole  life.  She  put  much 
effort  into  impressing  us  w ith  the  fact  that  this  was  our  great 
opportunity  to  know  a new  people  and  toss  a new  country  .. 

To  study  French. .to  us  who  served  with  Miss  Parsons,  she 
w as  more  than  a chief  nurse  and  more  than  a great  leader." 

Muriel  Galt  ( 1868)  was  one  of  those  nurses  who  served  in  France  and  from  her  letters  and  materials  we 
get  a better  feeling  of  what  it  was  like.  The  following  is  a piece  of  a letter  she  sent  to  Miss  Robertson: 


"At  this  moment  1 am  special ing  a man  who  was  trepanned  a 
couple  of  days  ago.  d'he  doctor  was  enormously  impressed 
with  the  fact  that  we  prepared  the  patient  for  operation  with- 
out any  instructions!  He  himself  has  the  most  weird  ideas  of 
surgical  cleanliness.  After  scrubbing  up  for  the  operation  he 
proceeded  to  take  out  his  instruments  which  were  wrapped 
in  newspapers,  laid  them  in  a little  alcohol,  and  then  stroked 
his  moustache  and  started  to  operate!  ...  However,  we  feel 
that  we  are  really  being  appreciated,  as  no  one  besides  our- 
selves, is  allowed  inside  the  room  and  the  doctor  considers 
us  his  'infirmieres  parfaits'!"

I'he  process  involves  an  approximately  one  hour  interview  with  an  alumna,  which  is  recorded  (&/ 
or  videotaped  depending  on  the  preference  of  the  interviewee).  Interviews  can  take  place  any- 
where, so  if  you  live  outside  of  New  England  you  can  interview  people  in  your  area  and  re- 
cordings can  be  mailed  to  the  office  for  transcription.  A guideline  for  questions  is  available  to 
assist  you.  The  interview  process  is  enlightening,  rewarding  & fun  for  all  parties.  For  an  exam- 
ple of  the  value  of  capturing  these  memories,  see  the  next  page.  If  this  project  interests  you 
please  contact  the  office  for  more  details. 
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The  MGH  School  of  Nursing  Archives  continues  efforts  to  preserve  and  catalogue  it's  holdings,  updating 
the  original  work  done  by  Helen  Sherwin  w hen  the  school  closed  in  1981,  with  the  goal  of  making  the  ar- 
chives available  and  accessible  to  alumnae  and  to  scholars  interested  in  researching  nursing  education  and 
the  nursing  profession.  Hannah  Potter,  the  archivist  who  is  overseeing  the  project,  will  train  alumnae  in  ar- 
chival methods  and  is  available  to  assist  with  questions  and  concerns  as  the  work  progresses.  Work  is  done 
at  the  Archives,  located  at  the  HIP  in  Charlestown,  on  your  own  schedule,  including  weekends  if  that  suits.
